The general deficiency 
passed the senate. carried nearly $12,- 
000,000, almost double the amount of 
the house bill. Many amendments were 
adopted in the senate. Chief among 
the senate’s additions was the item of 
$66,000 to repay contributors to the 
ransom fund of Ellen M. Stone, the 
American missionary captured in 1901 
by Bulgarian brigands. 

An amendment changing the title of 
the office of supervising architect in 
the, treasury department to the bu- 
reau of public buildings was adopted.

Louisville, Ky., August 23.—Harvey 
Dodd, one of the two Americans re- 
ported to have been killed in tue mas- 
sacre of federal troops by the revels at 
Leon, had served with the rank of colo- 
onel in the revolutionary army which 
overthrew President Zelaya in 1909, ac- 
cording to Alvin Durning, a newspaper 
here, who was a close friend of 
and who served with him un- 
der Madero in the Mexican revolution. 

Durning said yesterday Doud was 
given 2,000 acres of land in Nicaragua 
as a remuneration for his services in 
the revolutionary army, but that short- 
ly after the unseating of Zelaya he 
left the republic, coming to this coun- 
try.
